Architect Link expressed the opin- 


ion that the hos-pital building would 
be completed by July 1 unless some- 
thing- now unforseen should arise. 


Mr. Link made the plans for the rnil- 


linn dollar passenger 
station

Pillsburg. 


The excavation for that building is 
now under way. 
That structure is to 


be a combined office building and pas- 
senger station and the "Wabash com- 
pany in addition to getting a place for 
their passenger business will have a 
structure that will be a revenue pro- 
ducer.

Biq Freight Engines. 


There were handled over the middle 


division of the 
Wabash 
yesterday 


some big freight engines consigned to 
the Iron Mountain road. 
They were 


from the Brooks plant of the Ameri- 
can Locomotive company and were to 
be delivered to the consignee at St. 
Louis. There were two men in charge 
of the four locomotives which attract- 
ed not a little attention from the rail- 
road men who happened to see them. 
They were the piston-valve, wagon top 
boiler consolidated type with cylinders 
19 1-2x28 inches and drive wheels like 
those seen on the old fashioned creep- 
ers but for all that 
the 
machines 


stood remarkably high, the bottom of 
the boiler being- more than six feet 
from the rails. 
The machines com- 


plete weighed, light, 320,000 . pounds. 
They will carry 220 pounds of steam 
and the tank capacity is 5000 gallons. 
This is the first consignment of an or- 
der of 37 of this class. At present the 
Brooks plant is turning out two com- 
plete locomotives each day. 


A Coal Mine. 
The C. H. & D. company, or at least 


the men interested in that company 
will soon sink a coal shaft at Keyes, 
a small station a short distance east 
of Spring-field. 
The articles of incor- 


poration .were applied for on Friday. 
M. D. "VVoodford, .president of the C.,

named in the incorporation papers. On 
the entire line of the I., D. & W. from 
Indianapolis to Springfield there is not 
a coal mine and not only for eompnny 
use. but for the commercial trade on 
that road east of Decatur, the new 
mrne will be of great advantage.

000,000,000 an enormous sum. Much of 
that was produced when silver «as 
high, and it went to enrich the coffors 
of Spain and other European coun- 
tries. 


New Mexico is turning -vopefully to 


her unknown and unexplored store of 
gold and other valuable minerals. The 
flow of American capital Mexicanward 
is steadily increasing and if the gov- 
ernment is careful to give honest en- 
couragement to American miners and 
capitalists the county will be develop- 
ed for her without trouble and without 
cost, with great resultant advantage. 


In ten years Mexico's output oi' gold 


has steadily increased from about a 
half million dollars to nine millions 
an 1 a quarter in 1900-1901.

The New Organ. 


The organ is of the Hook & Hasting 


make and is the best of the kind that 
can be obtained. It is a two manual 
organ with twenty-seven 
stops and 


102S pipes. It has tubular pncumatis 
action and ig operated by a water mo- 
tor. It has a beautiful tone and has 
every new appliance that should be on 
a first class organ. 


The organ loft Is built just back of 


the platform. Formerly the choir ioft 
was in the northwest coiner of the 
church. This has been removed and the 
choir will stand behind the minister's 


platform and 'in front of the organ. A

The New Building. 


The addition to the north end of th 


building Is quite large and is linibhei 
throughout in cherry wood worK. Jus 
east of the minister's platform an 
opening into the main auditorium o 
the church by folding doors is a room 
which will be used as a creche o 
room where mothers who aie accom 
panied by childten or have little bab 
ies with them can sit and see the min 
ister and yet not be seen by the con 
gregation. They can go in and out o 
the room without 
disturbing anyone 


else. 


The entrance to the addition is on 


Church street. Large doors open into 
a main hallway in which there is a 
large staircase leading to the seconc 
floor. At the northeast corner is the 
primary room lor the younger members 
of the Sunday school and just west of 
it is the large Sunday school room 
This opens into the hallway and the 
two rooms can be thrown together by 
opening large folding doors. 


At the west end of the Sunday schoo 


room are four small class looms. All o; 
the rooms are furnished with suitable 
chains and tables. 


On the second floor the pastor has his 


study on the south side of the hall 
There is a large coat room and ladies 
toilet room. Over the primary room is 
a parlor twenty-four feet square hav- 
ng a handsome fireplace and littec 
with parlor furniture. Adjoining the 
parlor is a large dining room and still 
.vest of it is the kitchen with a back 
door where goods can be delivered 
when dinners are being served or en- 
:ertainments given. 


The building is fitted with a new 


steam heating apparatus and is also 
fitted with gas and electric lights. The

The plans for the 
addition were 


drawn by Architects Patton and MU- 
er of Chicago, the sainT1 architects who 
iesigned the Millikm university build- 
ngs. Harrison Baker had the contract 
or erecting the building except the 
Numbing woik.

Historical.

888. There \\ere thirty-seven members 
nd now the church has a total mem- 
ership of 277 persons.

'he Rev. Mr. Peidue came here fiom 
nother city and held a series of meet- 
igs. Several other ministers held ser- 
ice and November 1J, 1888, Rev. W. C. 
liller came to Decatur and addressed 
he congregation.

tatur to take charge of the church as 
pastor. It was under Mr. Miller's pas- 
toiate that the (hutch building was 
erected. The corner stone was laid 
May 2W, 1R»0, and the new church was 
dedicated Nov. 20, 1890.

Far back from the road and almost 


hidden from view by the vines in the 
summer time is an old house which for 
the past quarter of a century has been 
too old and broken down for human 
habitation but whicfh still stands as a 
land mark of the early days in this 
county.

Lincoln helped to build it. 


The house standH on the land own- 


ed by Peter Collins, one of the old 
settlers. It is on the east side of the 
main road just south of the St. Louis 
bridge and almost opposite the store 
known as the Last Chance grocery. 


It is a house in which the iiunrly 


family when lirst settling in this coun- 
ty resided for quite a while. A_lderman 
William BunJy was born in the house. 


Mr. Collins claims that the house 


must be 75 years old and he also says 
that Lincoln assisted the men who 
originally built the cabin. An old friend 
of MP. Collins once lived in the house 
and for that reason and because of its 
connection with Lincoln Mr. Collins 
has always 
allowed 
it 
to stand 


on his land and has never conaideren 
the idea of taking it down. 


The house is so old that 
it 
has 


sagged and 
settled 
until 
a person 


of ordinary height cannot stand erect 
within. 
There 
is 
a 
sort ot a 


loft in the 
top. Mr. 
Collins says 


that he can remember when he could 
stand in the house while now he must 
stoop in order to get through the door. 


The old house was abandoned as a 


residence about twenty-five years ago 
and was afterwards used as a cow 
barn, but it is now scarcely any good 
for even that purpose. 


In Spite of its great age it still hangs 


together and it shows that it was 
well built and must have been a com- 
fortable residence when it was new. 


Peter Collins on whose land this old 


house stands is quite an interesting 
character. He is an old set-tier and has 
ived in this county for many years. 
He now lives on his farm, alone most 
of the time. Mr. Collins tells of see- 
ing Chicago when it was a compara- 
tively small place. That was before the 
war and he has not been to Chicago 
since the close of the Civil war and 
then he simply passed through the city. 
His description of parts of the city 
as he remembers them is quite strange 
to one who is familiar with Chicago 
of today. ]«"or nearly half a century Mr. 
Collins has lived within less than 200 
miles of Chicago and he has not been 
there since he passed through after 
the war but he says he is someday go- 
ing to make a visit and see what it 
looks like.
